Open registration for. fall Young People’s Classes at the Cleveland Museum of Art is 
Saturday, September 28, 10:00-3:00 pm. Fall classes focused on the museum collection offer 
young people the opportunity to develop an understanding of art through seeing and making 
art. Based on gallery visits and informal studio sessions, courses are designed for students 
ages three to fifteen. 

Classes meet Saturdays, either 10:00-11:30 am or 1:30-3:00 pm, October 19- 
December 14 (No class Saturday, November 30). The fee (must be paid at registration) per 
student for each entire session is $25 for CMA family members, $35 for all others. Classes 
for parents and children are $40 for CMA family members and $50 for all others. Class size 
is limited and enrollment is on a first-come, first-served basis. Note: classes with low 
enrollment will be combined or cancelled. Museum family memberships are available at 
registration. Each student must be registered by an adult, in person, at the museum; children 
need not be present.
